AWARD 
By Order No. 6 / 44 /65 - LR , II, dated 2nd June , 1965, the Central Government 
referred for adjudication an industrial dispute between the employers in relation 
to the Orient Colliery, P . O . Brajrajnagar , Dist . Sambalpur, and their workmen 
in respect of the matter specified in the following schedule : 
" Whether Shri Tikelal, Guest House Mazdoor voluntarily resigned his job 

on 5th February , 1965. If not, whether the termination of his servi 
ces with effect from the 11th March , 1965 , is proper and justified and , 
if not , to what rellet is he entitled ? " 
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2 . Tikelal was a guest house mazdoor employed in 1961. He used to clean the 
furniture and it was his duty to prepare meals and walt upon guests when there 
were guests at the guest house . On his application for leave the management 
allowed him leave from 5th February 1965 to 10th March , 1965 . According to 
the case of the management, on 5th February , 1965 , after Tikelal had obtained a 
yerbal order from the manager granting him lcave from that day , he had a 
Letter of resignation written out by a typist Shri Bechanram Chowrashia and he 
sent that letter to the manager on 5th February , 1965 . The manager found the 
letter of resignation on his table and passed an order on 8th February , 1905 , 
accepting the resignation with effect from 11th March , 1965 , i. e . from after the 
expiry of the leave granted to Tikelal, which was the prayer of Tikelal in his 
letter of resignation . 

3 . Thereafter, however , Tikclal denied that he had voluntarily submitted a 
letter of resignation and his case was taken up by the newly constituted Sambal 
pur Coal Mines Sramik Congress which began working only in January , 1965 , al 
the Orient colliery . There were conciliation proreedings held by the Concilia 
tion Officer ( C ) , Jharsaguda , but conciliation failed and accordingly the dispute 
is before the Tribunal. 

4 . The main point for decision is whether Tikelal, guest house mazdoor , had 
voluntarily submitted his letter of resignation on 5th February , 1965 ? Tikelal s 
own evidence before the Tribunal is that on 5th February , 1965, he did not sub 
mit any letter of resignation nor had he any talk with any officer of the company 
on that day ; that he received Ext. 2 , the management s letter , dated 8th February . 
1965, accepting his resignation , and that before he received that letter , on 8th 
February , 1965 , he went to the office and saw H . P , Gupta , Accounts Officer of the 
colliery and asked for his leave allowance ; that H . P . Gupta asked him to put his 
signature on a blank sheet of paper , and when Tikclal objected H . P . Gupta told 
him that it was necessary for him to sign the charge report and that if he did 
not sign he would be charged with theft of guest house property and H . P . 
Gupta also slapped him when Tikelal persisted with his refusal, and ultimately 
he signed on a blanksheet of paper , and then H . P . Gupta called a clerk of the 
rolliery named Chowrashia and had something written on the blanksheet oť 
paper above his signature . Tikelal added that when he received the company s 
letter Ext . 2 accepting his resignation he went and saw the General Secretary of 
his union Jagjit Singh and had the letter read out to him and then on his behalf 
Jagjit Singh wrote out a letter of protest, dated 15th February , 1965, and Tikelal 
accompanied by Shri Devraj Patra , Jt. Secretary of the Union , went to see the 
manager with the letter dated 15th February, 1965 (Marked Ext . 4 / 1 ). But the 
manager gave him no relief, Shri Devraj Patra s evidence is that he spoke to 
the manager on behalf of Tikclal on that occasion but the manager Shri Chanda 
said that he was not prepared to discuss the matter with the union representative. 

5 . Shri S . R . Chanda who was then einployed as manager of the Orient Col 
liery but who left the service in July , 1966 , deposed as a witness for the manage 
ment and denied that on 15th February , 1966 , Tikelal with Devraj Patra came 
10 see him and presented any letter like Ext. 4 / 1. He said that the Arst protest 
about the resignation being not voluntary was contained in the letter, dated 3rd 
March , 1985 , received by registered post from Jagjit Singh , General Secretary of 
the Union , the original letter received by the management being Ext. F and the 
copy thereof filed on behalf of the workman being Ext. 3 . In para 4 of that 
Jetter it is mentioned that Tikclal personally handed over a letter of protest to 
the manager earlier but that no decision had been communicated . Obviously 
the reference is to the letter Ext. 4 / 1 supposed to have been taken by Tikelal 
along with Devraj Patra to the Manager , I am however inclined to accept the 
evidence of Shri S . R . Chanda that he never received such a letter; there is 
considerable force in the argument of Shri K . P , Mukherjee, appearing on behalt 
of the management, that this letter Ext. 4 / 1 is subsequent fabrication . Accord 
ing to the evidence of both Tikelal and Devraj Patra the letter was written by 
hann by Jagjit Singh . A copy was made by carbon paper and the original was 
handed over to the Manager and the copy was retained in the union office . Ext. 
4 / 1 is supposed to be the copy . But Ext. 4 / 1 is written in ink and not in carbon , 
on the reverse there is the mirror image of the words in carbon showing that a 
carbon paper was placed below this letter. Therefore the Ext, 4 / 1 must be the 
" riginal, but the cvidence of both the witnesses for the union that the copy was 
retained in the union office , and the endorsement on Ext. 4 / 1 to show that it is 
a copy . lend support to the contention of Shri K , P . Mukherjee that this letter 
was subsequently fabricated and was not written and handed over to the Mana 
ger on 15th February , 1965 . It may have been fabricated on 3rd March , 1965 
when the union took up the cause of Tikelal and sent the letter , Ext. F . by regis 
tered post to the manager, 
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- 
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6 . This is a circumstance strongly against the case of the union and the work 
man concerned . Another circumstance is that Tikelal did not make out a 
consistent case as to how his signature appears in the letter of resignation , Ext. 
D / 2, the body of which is admittedly in the hand writing of Chowrashia but 
which bears the admitted signature of Tikelal. In Ext. 4 / 1 which contains the 
earliest explanation . Tikelal stated that on 5th February , 1965 , he was called by 
H . P . Gupta to his office and was asked to sign a blank paper saying that he was 
to give the charge of the guest house , and that at first he refused to sign but when 
Shri Gupta threatened him that he would be handed over to the police if he did 
not sign , he put his signature on the blank paper . Before the Conciliation OM 
cer a different case was made out, as is apparent from Ext. B , the report of the 
Conciliation Officer marked on admission . Therein the version given is that on 
5th February , 1965, H . P . Gupta , Accounts Offlcer , called Tikelal to his office and 
asked him to sign a paper on which something was written and Gupta told him 
that it was his charge report ; that Tikelal was then in a drunken condition and 
signed the letter and subsequently when he received the inanager s letter , dated 
8th February, 1965 , accepting his resignation he realised that what he had signed 
was his resignation letter. In his deposition before the tribunal of which the 
substance has already been given , Tikelal tried to reconcile the two different 
versions, but then he made an important point of departure stating that it was 
not on 5th February , 1965 , but on sih February , 1965 , that his signature was taken 
first on a blank paper and then Chowrashia was called to write something in his 
presence on that piece of paper . In view of all these contradictions, the case of 
Tikelal that H . P . Gupta who fraudulently got him to sign a letter of resignation 
or converted a blank sheet of paper with Tikelal s signature into his letter of 
resignation cannot be accepted . As to the motive alleged to H . P . Gupta , Tikelal 
said before the tribunal that when the Shramik Congress was formed in January , 
1965 , he took a leading part in organising the union at Orient colliery , and that H . 
P . Gupta was in charge of the guest house and Accounts , told him that as a servant 
of the guest house where big officers of the Government and the Company used 
to come from time to time, he should not join the workmen s union . But Tike 
lal refused saying that he had a right to join the union , the suggestion being that 
out of that grudge H . P . Gupta wanted to get rid of Tikelal. But it appears from 
Ext. B that before the Conciliation Officer the case made out was that H . P . Gupta 
had grudge against Tikelal because he had asked Tikelal to work in his house as 
a domestic servant in his spare time and Tikelal had refuged even though asked 
several times by H . P . Gupta . H . P . Gupta deposed as a witness for the manage 
ment and denied that he had any grudge against Tikelal at all. Bechanram 
Chowrashia , witness No. 3 for the management, stated that when he was working 
in his office Tikelal appeared before him and asked him to write a letter of 
resignation , and that Chowrashia did so after protesting against Tikelal s submit 
ting his resignation when had got leave. Witness No. 4 for the management is 
Gopal Bhagat who stated that on one day in February , 1965 , Tikelal came and 
saw the manager in the morning at the manager s office and that subsequently 
when the manager had gone away to inspect the mines Tikelal came again and 
asked Gopal Bhagat to place a letter on the manager s table , and on ques 
tioning T kelal about the contents of the letter he learnt that it was 
Tikelal s resignation letter . The evidence of these witnesses has been 
challenged by Shri B . K . Chakravorty appearing on behalf of the union as they 
are men still in the service of the management and amenable to influence. It 
is true that they are still employed by the management but their evidence was 
given in a straightforward manner , and their evidence therefore must be prefer 
red to the evidence of Tikelal who even while deposing before the Tribunal made 
different statements on the same subject. For instance , about the date when he 
received the letter . Ext. 2 , he said in the beginning that he received it on 8th 
February , 1965 . Thereafter he stated that on 8th February , 1965 , he saw H . P . 
Gupta at his office and then signed on the piece of blank paper on which Chow 
rashia wrote something and that he got the Ext . 2 about 15 days thereafter , which 
would make the date of receipt 23rd February , 1965 . That would go to show 
that before 15th February , 1965 , he could not have got intimation about his 
resignation being accepted . Thereafter Tikelal changed his version again and 
said that after being granted leave he went home on 9th February and after 3 
or 4 days he came back to Brajrainagar for his leave pay and then at the office 
of the colliery he got the letter . Ext. 2 . That would make the date of receipt 
of Ext , 2 by him as 13th February , 1965. He stated in cross examination that 
he got about a month s leave and spent that month at home. In that case the 
version given by him that he went and saw the General Secretary of the Union . 
Jagiit Singh at the union office on 15th February . 1985 and went with the letter 
drafter by Jagjit Singh to see the manager cannot be accepted , because his home 
is at Himgir which is at some distance from Brairajnarar where the colliery 18 
Situated . In view of all the discrepancieg I must hold that the evidence of Tike 
lal cannot be accepted unlese it is corroborated in material particulars, and there 
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is no corroborotive evidence at all to show that the letter of resignation was engi 
neered by H . P . Gupta as alleged on behalf of the workman . Shri B , K , Chakra 
vorty has referred to the fact that Ext. A , the leave application form which wus 
Alled up by Tikelal when he applied for his leave from 5th February to 10th 
March , 1985 . contains an overwriting in respect of the date below the endorse 
ment - by H . P . Gupta reading "may be given - H . P . Gupta " . It has been 
suggested by Shri Chakravorty that the date originally put was 8th February, 
1965 and this had been changed to 5th February , 1965 . H . P . Gupta questioned 
about it said that he could not read what date was originally put and that he 
had made a mistake in putting the date originally and he changed it into 5th . 
The leave pass is dated 8th February , 1965 ; the leave pass appears at the bottom 
of the form . But Tikelal s own evidence is that he obtained the leave on 5th 
February, 1965 , from the manager and in the leave pass also the period of leave 
is recorded as from 5th February , 1965 to 10th March , 1965 . Accordingly , no 
adverse inference can be drawn from the overwriting as to the date below the 
endorsement of H . P . Gupta on the application form . Ext . A . Shri Chakravortv 
has urged that when Tikelal had got leave from 5th February to 10th March , 1965. 
there could be no reason why he should also submit his letter of resignation on 
5th February . There is however the evidence of Chowrashia , witness No. 3 for 
the management that when he questioned Tikelal about it Tikelal explained that 
his brother had left home and that there was nobody to look after the affairs of 
his home and so he did not want to continue in service and wanted to remain 
at home If he had decided at the time to resign it was quite natural that he 
should first avall of the leave which was due to him . Shri Chakravorty has 
urged that it he had made up his mind to resign , there is no reason why after a 
week only , that is from 15th February , 1965 . Tikelal should have been moving 
against the letter of resignation ; he has also stressed the fact that since the 
departure of Tikelal, the Management has not appointed any substitute quest 
house mazdoor but is having the work carried out by deputing a workman from 
the colliery when necessary ; and has argued that the Management considered 
the post superfluous and therefore decided to get rid of Tikelal somehow . But 
Tikelal had previnysly sought a transfer to the colliery proper , vide Ext. D . dated 
7th September , 1964. and the Management could easily have kept the post unglied 
after transferring Tikelal to the colliery , where vacancies must occur from time 
to time, the rerourse to fabrication of a letter of resignation cannot conceivably 
he the means to be adopted for reducing the post . Moreover , I do not think 
that Tikelal s change of mind took place in a week s time. I have already beld 
that the letter. Ext. 4 / 1 . dated 15th February , 1965 , cannot be accepted as genuine. 
The first drotest against the letter of resignation must be deemed to be contained 
in the union s letter sent by registered post, Ext. 3 and dated 3rd March , 19AR , It 
may be that after a few weeks at home and after settling his affairs Tikelai 
regretted having Aled his letter of resignation and wanted to get rid of it hya 
protesting against the letter of resignation . “ In view of the circumstances which 
have appeared from the evidence led before the tribunal, I must conclude that 
the resignation submitted by Tikelal was voluntary . 

7 . I therefore And that Shri Tikelal, guest house mazdoor, voluntarlly resigned 
his job and therefore the termination of his services with effect from 11th March , 
1965 , is proper and justified and Tikelal is not entitled to any relief. 
No order is made as to costs.
